SYNOPSIS 


On May 26, 2014, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant 
Vince Carter, Sergeant Slade Carrizosa, and Sergeant Justin Diez responded to 
Compton Station regarding an on-duty hit shooting. The shooting resulted in the 
death of Suspect Noel Aguilar. On May 25, 2015, this case was subsequently 
reassigned to IAB Sergeant Kimberly Mendoza. 


IAB Lieutenant Carter checked to see that the watch commander, Lieutenant 
Walid Ashrafnia, took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and witness 
personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved 
persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators, and that the 
involved and witness personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Carter checked to see if the watch 
commander attempted to have involved and witness personnel gather in the 
company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators. 


Detectives Karen Shonka and Wayne Holston from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the 
homicide investigation. For further information regarding the homicide

Deputy Ruiz placed himself to the right of Suspect 
Aguilar, close to his head. Both deputies gave Suspect Aguilar several verbal 
commands to show his hands. Suspect Aguilar ignored their commands and 
continued to keep his hands tucked under his body near his waist area. 


IAB Note: At approximately this time, Witness] egan 
recording the incident with his cell phone camera from a 
second story apartment window. The video was turned over

Deputy Ruiz placed his firearm to Suspect Aguilar's head and ordered him to 
show his hands, stating “Give me your hands or I’m gonna shoot you."

Aguilar in the right elbow, in an attempt to release his right hand from under his 
body. These baton strikes seemed to have no effect. Deputy discarded 
his baton and removed a firearm from Suspect Aguilar's waistband area.

Deputy MM eo a handcuff on Suspect Aguilar's left wrist, but was unable 
to get control of the suspect's right hand for handcuffing as it was still tucked 
under his body. Deputy Ruiz used his firearm to strike the suspect twice on the 
left side of his head in order to gain compliance. These strikes seemed to have 
no effect. Deput pulled Suspect Aguilar's right arm out from under his 
body. As Depu tarted to place the second handcuff on the suspect's 
right wrist, Suspect Aguilar pulled his arm away and pushed himself up onto his 
knees. 


Deputy Ruiz feared Suspect Aguilar was about to use his (Suspect Aguilar's) 
firearm to shoot the deputies. Deputy Ruiz tried to fire his weapon one time at 
Suspect Aguilar, aiming for the abdominal area. As Deputy Ruiz pulled the 
trigger, he noticed his gun did not fire. He looked down at his weapon and 
noticed Suspect Aguilar had a hold of the barrel. Deputy Ruiz pulled back on his 
gun in an effort to get it out of Suspect Aguilar's grasp. During this time, both 
deputies were struggling with Suspect Aguilar to control his hands and keep him 
on the ground. Deputy Ruiz was able to pull the trigger completely and fired one 
round at Suspect Aguilar. Immediately after Deputy Ruiz fired, he heard Deputy 
ell out, “I’ve been shot.” 
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IAB Note: According to the statements given to IAB Investigators by 
both Depu! uty Ruiz, they believed Suspect 
Aguilar shot Deputy| t that moment. 


At this point, Suspect Aguilar still had a hold of Deputy Ruiz’ gun. Deputy Ruiz 
yelled out, "He's got my gun”, to warn Deputy | Deputy Ruiz was able to 
regain control of his firearm and cleared his weapon by pulling the slide to the 
rear, causing a live round to fall to the ground. After clearing his weapon, Deputy 
Ruiz fired a second time at Suspect Aguilar to prevent him from taking his 
weapon or shooting Deputy| Deputy Ruiz fired the second time, striking 
Suspect Aguilar in the leg. Deputy fired three rounds, striking Suspect 
Aguilar in the upper back and neck. Suspect Aguilar stopped moving for a 
moment and they were able to complete the handcuffing process. 


After Suspect Aguilar was handcuffed, he began struggling and moving around. 
Deputy Ruiz placed his bodyweight on top of Suspect Aguilar and pushed 
downward with his left forearm.

Both Deputy MM c Deputy Ruiz 
asked the residents for the address of the location, to which there was either no 
response or a wrong address given initially. Eventually, witnesses provided an 
accurate address to the deputies and that information was broadcast. 


Numerous witnesses came out of their apartments and could be seen on the 
video immediately after the shooting. Compton Deputies Roland Abbott, George 
Alvarez and Jose Morales were the first to arrive on scene. Deputies Abbott and 
Alvarez transported Перу to Saint Francis Medical Center via radio car, 
while Deputy Morales provided security at the scene, assisting Deputy Ruiz who 
remained with Suspect Aguilar. Several other units, including Long Beach Police 
Department Officers, arrived on scene within minutes, and established a 
containment of the area. Suspect Aguilar was subsequently pronounced 
deceased by Long Beach Fire Department Captain Jackson (Battalion 3, Engine 
12).

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during daylight hours. The weather was clear and warm. 
RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Investigators reviewed the radio traffic associated with the 
incident. Following is a brief synopsis of those transmissions: 


On the main working frequency (Dispatch 9), at 0947 hours, Deputy Ruiz was 
heard broadcasting a deputy involved shooting (998). Thirty-Five seconds later, 
Deputy Ruiz could be heard asking for the address in the background. Thirty 
seconds later, SCC broadcast the location of 69'^ and Long Beach Boulevard. 
Eighteen seconds later, information was broadcast that the deputies were at the 
back of the apartment complex on 69" Way. 


Approximately two minutes after the initial 998 broadcast, 280S (Sergeant Bell) 
broadcast he was responding Code 3. Ten seconds later, 281A (Deputy Abbott) 
broadcast he was Code 6. Twenty seconds later, 902R (medical rescue) was 
requested for the deputy and the suspect. Approximately one minute later, 280S 
broadcast he was Code 6 (out for investigation). A few seconds later, 281A 
broadcast he was transporting Deputy, Code 3 (lights and siren), to Saint 
Francis Medical Center. 


Approximately five minutes and forty seconds after the initial 998 radio traffic, it is 
broadcast that the scene was clear for 902R to enter the crime scene. About 
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seven minutes after the initial 998, 280S requested ERT (Emergency Response 
Teams) from Carson, Century, Compton, and Lennox Stations. 


Approximately nine minutes and forty-five seconds after the initial broadcast, 
LASD Aero Bureau broadcast that Long Beach Fire Department was arriving on 
scene. 


IAB Note: Three Compact Discs containing the recordings of the radio 
communications from LASD and Long Beach Police 
Department during the incident are included as [EXHIBIT F]. 


VIDEO RECORDING 


Witness recorded a portion of the incident on his cellular telephone’s 
camera from a second story apartment window.

It appeared as 
if Deputy Ruiz was clearing a malfunction by pulling the slide to the rear to make 
his weapon ready. Suspect Aguilar then said something that sounded like, "I 
said, | don't do it." A second gunshot was heard that appeared to come from 
Deputy Ruiz. At the time of the second gunshot, Suspect Aguilar was laying on 
his side and Deputy Ruiz was almost directly on top of him, prone across the 
length of Suspect Aguilar's body.

Deputy Ruiz was able to broadcast the location of 69" and Long Beach 
Boulevard and advised a deputy and suspect had been shot. 


Words were exchanged between unknown individuals about Suspect Aguilar 
having a gun; someone asked, "He's got another gun or what?” Later on in 
response to a spectator, Deputy Ruiz said, "That's his fucking gun." Within a few 
minutes, sirens were heard. Deputy Ruiz told Deputy o sit down and an 
unknown male voice could be heard yelling in Spanish. The scene sounded very 
loud, with numerous voices heard yelling in the background. 


As the camera panned to the left, approximately twenty people were seen 
standing near the scene in the alley. The first deputy (Abbott) arrived and ran 
directly over to Deputy [ho was behind a block wall. The second and 
third deputies (Alvarez and Morales) arrived seconds later and started assisting 
with crowd control. Deputy Morales was holding a shotgun and placed himself 
between the crowd and Deputy Ruiz, who was still on top of Suspect Aguilar. 
Deputy Ruiz ordered the other assisting deputies to "Roll " Deputy] 

Deputy Abbott and Alvarez took M om the scene while Deputy 
Morales stayed behind with Deputy Ruiz. The camera then panned up and to the 
right where four men were standing on a second story landing. 


At the end of the video, Deputy Ruiz was lying on top of Suspect Aguilar who 
was prone. Deputy Ruiz had his legs straddled around the suspect and he 
appeared to be placing his chest on top of Suspect Aguilar's back. Another 
Deputy arrived via the alleyway and placed himself next to Deputy Morales, 
providing cover to Deputy Ruiz. All of the witnesses walked away from the scene 
in a southerly direction. An unknown black male wearing all blue clothing was 
seen taking a black beach cruiser from the alleyway. The duration of this video is 
five minutes and four seconds. 


Recording Two: A second video, also shot by Witness showed the same 
scene from about the same vantage point. Deputy Ruiz was no longer on top of 
Suspect Aguilar, who was still lying face down on the pavement. Sergeant 
Terrence Bell could be seen in the view of the camera and appeared to be giving 
direction to several other deputies who arrived to assist. Muffled voices could be 
heard as well as a helicopter orbiting overhead. The duration of this video is 
fourteen seconds. 


Recording Three: A third video, also shot by Witness showed suspect 
Aguilar lying on the ground in the same position. Two Long Beach Police 
Officers and two deputies were briefly seen behind the block wall, to the east of 
Suspect Aguilar. The duration of this video is eight seconds. 
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Recording Four: The fourth and final video shot by Witness | showed Long 
Beach Fire Department on scene treating Suspect Aguilar.

Deputy ES Deputy Ruiz say,” He's got a gun." uty — oticed 
the suspect holding his waistband as he ran. So M he and Deputy 
Ruiz ran after the suspect northbound near some garages. He said Deputy Ruiz 
tripped and fell down and then he (Deputy tackled the suspect from 
behind. Suspect Aguilar fell on the ground and Deputy, placed himself on 
top of the suspect. Deputy Ruiz came over seconds later to assist. Suspect 
Aguilar still had his hands under his body and Deputy ге, the suspect 
had a gun due to his mannerisms and Deputy Ruiz’ verbal warning moments 
earlier. 


Deputy ulled out his expandable baton, and struck Suspect Aguilar in the 
right elbow in order to gain compliance. Deputy said he remembered 
placing a handcuff on the suspect's left wrist, removing the suspect's gun from 
his waistband and Е it on his own person, and then hearing Deputy Ruiz 


After _ several verbal commands to show his hands which had no effect, 


yell, “Gun.” Depu aid he was shot by the suspect and his memory of 
when exactly he was shot was unclear. Deputy| nly remembered hearing 
the опе gunshot, being shot, and then shooting Suspect Aguilar three times. 
Deputy MN i after he shot Suspect Aguilar, he asked the onlookers for the 
address to the location. Deputy ic a female said something to him but 
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he could not hear her. He also remembered two males standing on the second 
floor of an apartment building yelling, “Fuck you, you shot him in the back.” 


On September 29, 2015, Deputy EL шш was interviewed by 
IAB Sergeants Kimberly Mendoza and Dennis Watters. The interview was audio 
recorded and transcribed under Jobs #47711 and #47712. Following is a 
summary of the interview. 


On May 26, 2014 Deputy vas assigned to ind was 
working m T Day Shift with hi Deputy They 
were driving northbound on Long Beach Boulevard in the City of Long Beach 
en-route to a Deputy aid as they traveled north, they saw 
Suspect Aguilar riding his bicycle northbound on the sidewalk while wearing 
headphones. Deputy Ruiz told Deput hey were going to stop Suspect 
Aguilar for the violations. Deputy aid he knew they were on Long Beach 
Boulevard, but was unsure of the cross street. He did not look up at the street 
sign as they turned on to 69" Way, as he was very focused on the suspect. 


07 the suspect looked at them and then started to pedal faster, 
as if he is trying to get away. Suspect Aguilar turned east onto 69^ Way and 
they followed behind. Deputy Ruiz turned the patrol vehicle south into the first 
alley in order to block the path of Suspect Aguilar. As they pulled into the mouth 
of the alley, Suspect Aguilar got off of his bicycle and ran northbound across 69"" 
Way. DN ates Deputy Ruiz warned him about Suspect Aguilar 
possibly being armed. 


Deputy Bic he immediately exited the patrol car and began chasing after 
Suspect Aguilar. He noticed the suspect continued to touch his waistband with 
his right hand as he ran, doing it numerous times. Deputy| stated he was, 
“almost a hundred percent positive he had a gun." Deputy remembered 
chasing Suspect Aguilar in the alleyway and believed Deputy Ruiz was right 
behind them. The next thing Deputy йй сә еа was seeing Deputy Ruiz 
stumble and fall, due to some loose gravel in the alley. He said Deputy Ruiz was 
able to get back up and regain his footing. 


Deputy Raid S Aguilar was about five to ten feet ahead of him as he 
chased him. Deputy| id not broadcast that he was in foot pursui he 
was unsure if Deputy Ruiz had done so. Prior to this incident, Deputy had 


not broadcast any emergent traffic via his radio. 


IAB Note: During the interview, Оериу vas shown several 
photographs [EXHIBIT D] of the scene. He was asked 
if he recalled whether he ran between the apartment 
buildings or through the alleyway. He said he was unsure 
where he chased the suspect, or if he ever went through a 
pedestrian gate. 
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Once they reached the north end of the alley, Deputy [aia he collided with 
Suspect Aguilar and took him to the ground. He said Deputy Ruiz was right 
behind him as they fell to the ground. Suspect Aguilar fell to the ground face 
first, with both of his hands under his abdomen. Deputy гео Suspect 
Aguilar to give up his hands as he straddled him from behind. Deputy| 
was unable to free the suspect's right hand from under his body, so he decided 
io use his expandable baton on Suspect Aguilar's exposed right elbow. Deputy 
aid he struck Suspect Aguilar in the right elbow approximately five times 
using the bottom end of the baton, striking him vertically. He said the baton 
strikes had no effect on Suspect Aguilar. He continued to give Suspect Aguilar 
commands to stop fighting and give up his hands, b uspect failed to 
comply with the commands or force used by Deputy} 


After continuing to struggle to free the suspect's hands, Deputy — Т finally 
able to free the suspect's left hand and place it behind his back, where it was 
handcuffed. After handcuffing the left wrist, Deputy tried to remove the 
suspect’s right hand from under his body. As his hand was under the suspect's 
abdomen, he felt a gun in the suspect's waistband and also felt the suspect's 
hand on the weapon. Deputy carne Deputy Ruiz that he felt a gun. 
Deputy| as able to free the suspect's right arm and was about to handcuff 
his right wrist, when the suspect “sprawled” and got up on all fours. Deputy 
иш. surprised by the suspect's ability to do this, as he weighed about 250 
pounds and was directly on top of him. Deputy ia not believe he had 
possession of the suspect's gun at that point. 


IAB Note: Іп the vi ilmed by Witness it appeared that 
Deputy recovered the suspect's gun immediately after 


discarding his baton on the ground, prior to handcuffing. 
Deputy MM onec to pull the gun out from under the 
suspect and placed it in the front of his waistband. 


Deputy _ =< he was attempting to gain control of Suspect Aguilar, when 
he fell backward and to the left. The next thing he recalled was getting shot, and 
believed it was Suspect Aguilar who had shot him. Initially, he thought he had 
been shot in the vest, but a few seconds later he felt what he described as a 
“fireball” in his stomach. Deputy — XS things became hazy and he 
remembered trying to un-holster his weapon a few times. Deputy г: he 
did not recall Deputy Ruiz firing his weapon at the suspect, but did recall 
struggling with the suspect until the time Deputy Ruiz told him to go sit down. He 
said from the time he got shot until the time he fired his weapon, his recollection 
of events was not very clear. Watching the video of the incident did help refresh 
his memory. He specifically recalled Deputy Ruiz saying something to the effect 
of, "He's got my gun." 
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IAB Note: Homicide Investigators showed Deputy B:n- video 
of the incident during their interview with him on July 5, 
2014. 


When asked why he shot Suspect Aguilar, Deputy aia, “Agparently it was 
the second gunshot, because after reviewing the video.” Deputy lll so had 


a concern that the suspect was going to shoot Deputy Ruiz, since the suspect 
had already shot him. 


After the struggle was over, Deputy геа applying pressure to the 
suspect's back, over the gunshot wounds. Deputy, aid he asked a 
woman who was looking down at them for the address. He saw her mouth was 
moving but he could not hearanything. He also said the men on the stairs were 
yelling about how they Г Ruiz) shot the suspect іп the back, basically 
saying, “Fuck off.” He felt they were not going to be helpful. 


ЭР7 s «eo if he felt it would have been safe for Deputy Ruiz to attempt 
to administer first aid to the suspect. He felt it would not have been safe to do so 
given the fact that Suspect Aguilar continued to resist even after he was 
handcuffed. 


Deputy M2s given an opportunity to view the video of the incident after 
being given the video admonishment. He was specifically asked if it appeared 
that he had recovered the suspect's handgun prior to the handcuffing and placed 
in in his waistband. He did not recall placing the gun in his waistband, but said 
that based on what the video showed, it appeared to be the case. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY JOSE RUIZ 


On May 26, 2014, Deputy Jose Ruiz, E — was interviewed by Homicide 
Detectives Karen Shonka and Wayne Holston. This interview is summarized in 
the Homicide Investigation Book [EXHIBIT A, pages 86-89]. The interview was 
transcribed under Job # 46588. Following is a brief summary of the interview: 
Deputy Ruiz was assigned to work unit 287A on May 26, 2014. Deputy Ruiz was 
the assigned и Deputy, As Deputy Ruiz and Deputy 

ere driving northbound on Long Beach Boulevard, they saw Suspect 
Aguilar riding his bicycle on the sidewalk, also traveling north. Suspect Aguilar 
had headphones in his ears as he rode. Deputy Ruiz said Suspect Aguilar 
turned to eastbound 69" Street and he followed in the patrol vehicle. Deputy 
Ruiz accelerated and tried to cut Suspect Aguilar off in the alley. Suspect Aguilar 
jumped off his bicycle and ran north across 69" Street into an apartment 
complex. 
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IAB Note: Deputy Ruiz referred to 69'^ Way, as 69" Street, in his 
Interview with homicide investigators. 69* Street is one 
block south of 69" Way. 


Deputy Ruiz said Deputy mediately got out of the car and chased 
Suspect Aguilar into the apartment complex. Deputy Ruiz saw Suspect Aguilar 
reach for his waistband as he was running. i about twenty feet 
ahead of Deputy Ruiz by the time he made it to the back of the patrol car. 
Deputy Ruiz decided to run north up the alley, believing the suspect would exit to 
the alley through a gate. As Suspect Aguilar came through the gate, Deputy 
Ruiz detained him at gunpoint. Suspect Aguilar turned away and continued 
running just as Deputy ame through the gate. Depu ollowed 
Suspect Aguilar and tackled him between a parked car and a fence. Suspect 
Aguilar fell to the ground with his hands under his stomach. 


Deputy Ruiz and Deputy| both struggled to get control of Suspect Aguilar's 
arms while giving him commands to “give up your hands." Deputy Ruiz said 
Suspect Aguilar tried to get up and they pushed him back down. Deputy Ruiz 
saw that Deputy lla the suspect's left arm, but they were unable to get 
his right arm, which was tucked under his abdomen. Deputy Ruiz said he used 
his duty weapon and placed it near Suspect Aguilar's head and ordered him to 
remove his right arm from under his body. Deputy Ruiz said he hit the suspect 
twice on the head with his firearm. Atthis time, Deputy Ruiz heard Deputy 

ell,"Gun.” Deputy Ruiz said he placed his gun under Suspect Aguilar's 
stomach when he felt the suspect grab a hold of the barrel. Deputy Ruiz fired his 
weapon one time toward the suspect and could still feel the suspect's hand on 
his gun. Deputy Ruiz then fired his weapon a second time toward Suspect 
Aguilar. He attempted to shoot a third time, but the weapon did not fire. Deputy 
Ruiz yelled out, "He's got my gun”, believing the suspect was going to shoot 
Deputy As soon as the suspect released his grasp of Deputy Ruiz' gun, 
Deputy Ruiz racked a round to make his gun ready again. 


IAB Note: In Deputy Ruiz interview with homicide investigators, his 
recollection of the timing of his shots contradicts with the 
video of the incident. The video shows he fired one time, 
cleared his weapon and fired a second time approximately 
31 seconds later. 


Deputy Ruiz heard his partner yell out, "I've been shot.” Deputy Ruiz said he 
placed his body weight on top of ispect who was still struggling to get up. 
Deputy Ruiz then heard Deputy, ire his weapon three to four times. 
Deputy Ruiz said he re-holstered his weapon, and grabbed the suspect's arms 
and completed the handcuffing process. Deputy Ruiz saw that Deputy| 

was bleeding from his stomach area, and told him to sit down. Deputy Ruiz saw 
the suspect's weapon lying on the ground. Deputy Ruiz immediately got on the 
radio and broadcast they had been involved in a shooting. He noticed a crowd 
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was forming and he asked the people for the address. Deputy Ruiz said he was 
eventually able to broadcast a location of 69'^ Street and Long Beach Boulevard. 


Deputy Ruiz said as he was broadcasting information, Suspect Aguilar was still 
struggling to get up. Deputy Ruiz placed his body weight on the suspect as he 
waited for assisting units to arrive. Deputy, as taken from the scene by 
Deputies Abbott and Alvarez, and Deputy Ruiz was taken to a hospital by 
Detective Allen. 


On September 29, 2015, Deputy Jose Ruiz, MEM was interviewed by IAB 
Sergeants Kimberly Mendoza and Dennis Watters. The interview was audio 
recorded and transcribed under Jobs #47713 and #47714. Following is a 
summary of the interview. 


On May 26, 2014, Deputy Ruiz was assigned to Compti jon and was 
working unit 287A on Day Shift with Ww Deputy, Prior to May 26, 
2014, Deputy ad not broadcast any emergent traffic while working with 


Deputy Ruiz, nor had they been involved in a vehicle or foot pursuit together. 


Deputy Ruiz said he and Dep 
and were en-route to anothei They were driving 
northbound on Long Beach Boulevard when they first saw Suspect Aguilar. 


Deputy Ruiz said he was driving the patrol vehicle in the number two lane when 
he saw Suspect Aguilar riding his bicy hbound on the sidewalk while 
wearing headphones. He told Deputy hey were going to detain and cite 
Suspect Aguilar for the violations. He said the suspect was riding ahead of them 
and had not seen them yet. The plan was to wait until Suspect Aguilar reached 
the corner (69^ Way and Long Beach Boulevard) before pulling him over. 


Deputy Ruiz said as he watched Suspect Aguilar, he appeared to be a 
“gangster.” As they approached the corner, Deputy Ruiz sped up a little bit, 
placing them parallel with Suspect Aguilar. Suspect Aguilar looked at the 
deputies, immediately turned right on 69'^ Way, and increased his speed 
Deputy Ruiz followed Suspect Aguilar on to 69'" Way. He knew there was an 
alley ahead of them and decided to turn south in the alley to block Suspect 
Aguilar's path. As they pulled in to the alley, DV m already getting 
out of the vehicle and Deputy Ruiz warned him to watch the suspect's hands. 
Suspect Aguilar jumped off his bicycle and almost "threw" his bicycle toward the 
patrol vehicle and started running northbound across 69* Way. 


Deputy Ruiz stated after he placed the vehicle in park, he exited his driver's side 
door and looked north across the top of the patrol vehicle, at Suspect Aguilar. 
Deputy Ruiz noticed that Suspect Aguilar was holding his waistband with both 
hands. Deputy Ruiz said he believed at that time that Suspect Aguilar had a gun 
in his waistband and yelled out to Deputy _ | warning him the suspect might 
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have been armed. Suspect Aguilar then removed his hands from his waist and 
ran normally, pumping his arms. Deputy Ruiz then thought that maybe the 
suspect was not armed after all, and only had narcotics, due to the fact he was 
wearing basketball shorts. Deputy Ruiz said in his past experience, suspects do 
not usually carry guns when they are wearing basketball shorts. 


Suspect Aguilar ran between two apartment buildings i. 
Deputy Ruiz said as he was trying t p, Suspect Aguilar ran between the 
two apartment buildings and Dorney Mili Vah about eight to ten feet behind. 
Deputy Ruiz said he was familiar with the apartment buildings and knew that 


Suspe i ikely exit a wrought iron pedestrian gate on the north east 
side of| Deputy Ruiz said as he approached the mouth of the 
alley on the north side of 69" Way, he had already lost sight of Suspect Aguilar 
and Deputy as just about to enter in between the two apartment 


buildings behind the suspect. Approximately two to three seconds later, Deputy 
Ruiz saw Suspect Aguilar exit the pedestrian gate with both his hands showing. 


Deputy Ruiz said he walked northbound in the alley and detained Suspect 
Aguilar at gunpoint, ordering him to show his hands and lay on the ground. 


IAB Note: Deputy Ruiz was shown a photograph [EXHIBIT D, #10]. 
He marked the photograph with a letter "R" for Ruiz, and a 
letter "S" for suspect, to indicate where they were standing 
when Deputy Ruiz detained the suspect at gunpoint. Deputy 
Ruiz also placed an “X” on the photograph to indicate where 
he later tripped and fell. 


After ordering Suspect Aguilar to lay on the ground, Deputy Ruiz said the suspect 
turned away, grabbed his waistband again, and ran north toward a parked 


vehicle. As Deputy Ruiz began г fter Suspect Aguilar, he tripped and fell 
down. At about this time, Deputy руге through the pedestrian gate. 


Deputy EE tides into Suspect Aguilar near the back of a parked vehicle, 
taking the suspect to the ground. Deputy Ruiz said Suspect Aguilar hit the 
ground face down with his hands under him, near his waist area. Once Deputy 
Ruiz regained his footing, he went to assist Deputy аа Deputy Ruiz heard 
Беру айй NS Suspect Aguilar commands to give up his hands. 


Deputy Ruiz stated he placed his right foot against the wrought iron fence and his 
left knee on Suspect Aguilar's right bicep, and used his left arm to push Suspect 
Aguilar down. He pulled his duty weapon out with his right hand and placed it to 
the back of the suspect's head. Deputy Ruiz said he did this because he firmly 
believed Suspect Aguilar was armed and was going to pull his gun out. Deputy 
Ruiz said he also ordered Suspect Aguilar numerous times to show his hands, 
but he failed to comply or even acknowledge those orders. At one point, Deputy 
Ruiz said to Suspect Aguilar, “Give me your hands or I’m gonna shoot you.”

Deputy Ruiz said he looked back at Deputy who was straddling Suspect 
Aguilar, on top of his buttocks. He heard a clicking sound, which he believed to 
be a handcuff being applied. Deputy Ruiz stated he remembered grabbing the 
suspect's left arm after the handcuff was on, while he still had his duty weapon in 
his right hand. He noticed that the suspect's right elbow was exposed but his 
tight hand was still tucked under his body. Deputy Ruiz said he used his duty 
weapon to strike the suspect on the head twice. He said he used his gun as an 
impact weapon in order to gain compliance, since Suspect Aguilar was not 
responding to their physical efforts and verbal orders. Deputy Ruiz did not feel it 
would have been safe to re-holster his weapon and transition to another impact 
weapon, due to the fact he believed Suspect Aguilar possessed a firearm in his 
waistband. He wanted to maintain the advantage of having his weapon out in 
case the suspect was able to retrieve his gun 


Deputy Ruiz stated Suspect Aguilar was able to push himself upward, and he 
heard Deputy MN «y. “Gun, gun." Deputy Ruiz yelled out, "Where is it, 
Where is it?" Deputy Ruiz said Suspect Aguilar was able to stand up, but was 
still bent over at the waist, and at this moment he believed Suspect Aguilar was 
about to retrieve his gun. Deputy Ruiz aimed his gun at the suspect's abdomen 
and pulled the trigger. As Deputy Ruiz pulled the trigger, he noticed his gun did 
not fire. He looked down and saw the suspect's hand on the barrel of his duty 
weapon. Deputy Ruiz said he yanked on his gun, and was able to fire his 
weapon. Deputy Ruiz said they all ended up falling back down to the ground and 


he heard Deputy ell out, "I've been shot.” Deputy Ruiz said he was 
wondering where the suspect's gun was. At that moment, he did not realize that 
he had shot Deputy and he believed the suspect had shot him. 


Once they were back on the ground, Deputy Ruiz said he cleared his weapon, 
ejecting one live round on to the ground. Deputy Ruiz said he believed the 
suspect shot his partner and he may be shot next. Deputy Ruiz had not seen or 
touched the suspect's weapon, but heard Deputy MM M "Gun." After 
clearing his weapon, Deputy Ruiz fired a second time, striking the suspect. 
Immediately after firing the second time, he said Deputy ired three times, 
striking Suspect Aguilar. Deputy Ruiz said the suspect went limp for a moment 
and they were able to finish handcuffing him. He said as soon as the second 
handcuff went on Suspect Aguilar, he started struggling again, trying to move 
away. Deputy Ruiz said he sat on top of the suspect and pushed him down 
using his forearm. 


Deputy Ruiz said he immediately got on the radio and broadcast the shooting, 
and requested paramedics for the deputy and suspect. He said he asked the 
bystanders who were outside for the address. He thought about broadcasting 
the fact he was in the rear alley of 69^ Way, but was concerned the responding 
deputies would see the position of his patrol car and assume they were south of 
69 Way. Deputy Ruiz specifically recalled three men standing on the stairs who 
would not provide the address to him. Deputy Ruiz asked another man for the 
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address and the man told him to, “Fuck off.” He finally looked behind him and up 
into a second story window where he saw a person recording the incident with a 
white cell phone. He thought they were trying to tell him something because he 
saw their lips moving, but he could not hear them. 


Deputy Ruiz saw that a crowd had gathered and became concerned. At this 
time, Deputies Alvarez, Abbott and Morales arrived. Deputy Ruiz told Deputies 
Alvarez and Abbott to take Deput MM - the hospital and directed Deputy 
Morales to stay and watch the suspect's gun and provide a barrier between him 
and the crowd. 


After the shooting, Deputy Ruiz recalled seeing a black male sitting on a bicycle 
that looked like the one Suspect Aguilar had been riding. 


IAB Note: Іп the video shot by Witness J [EXHIBIT E] a male black 
adult wearing a blue shirt was seen riding a beach cruiser 
bicycle south in the alley away from the scene. He took the 
bicycle after the shooting occurred. 


Deputy Ruiz was asked if he rendered medical aid to Suspect Aguilar after the 
shooting. He stated he did not, due to the fact Suspect Aguilar was still 
struggling after he had been shot, which indicated to Deputy Ruiz that the 
suspect was still breathing. Deputy Ruiz said he was taken from the scene by 
Detective Michael Allen a as the Fire Department was arriving. 
Deputy Ruiz said he did not realize that he shot Deputy until sometime 
later when he was at the hospital. He said he replayed the incident in his head 
and realized that his first shot had actually struck Deputy 


Deputy Ruiz was given an opportunity to view the video of the incident after 
being given the video admonishment. He was asked if there was anything he 
wanted to clarify after reviewing the video. He stated although he thought he and 
the suspect were standing up when he fired his first shot, the video clearly 
showed they were on their knees. Deputy Ruiz also noticed that the suspect 
used his left hand to grab his weapon when he thought it had been the suspect's 
right hand. 


WITNESS DEPUTY GEORGE ALVAREZ 


Deputy Alvarez authored a supplemental report [EXHIBIT A, page 45] regarding 
the general incident. 


On May 26, 2014, Deputy George Alvarez, LE was interviewed by 
Homicide Detectives Karen Shonka and Wayne Holston. This interview is 
summarized in the Homicide Book [EXHIBIT A, pages 90-91]. The interview 
was transcribed under Job #46586. Following is a brief summary of the 
interview: 
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Deputy Alvarez said he was working 281T1 on May 26, 2014, when he heard 
radio traffic indicating there was a deputy involved shooting. He immediately 
began responding to the area of Greenleaf Avenue and Long Beach Boulevard. 
As he drove south on Long Beach Boulevard, he saw a radio car parked in the 
middle of the street, south of Greenleaf Avenue. He drove south in the 
northbound lanes and parked his vehicle next to the other radio car. 


As he parked his vehicle, he saw Deputy Abbott walk down a walkway in an 
easterly direction ЕЕ Beach Boulevard). Не told nis | Deputy 
Morales, to grab a shotgun. Both he and Deputy Morales ran down the walkway 
directly behind Deputy Abbott. Once at the back of the apartment complex, he 
saw Deputy Ruiz on top of Suspect Aguilar who was face down on the ground. It 
appeared that Deputy Ruiz was still struggling with the suspect. He then saw 
Deputy four to five feet away on his hands and knees. Deputy Ruiz yelled 
to the deputies, “Roll Him", while pointing to Deput 


Deputy Alvarez and Deputy Abbott assisted Deputy MN: to Long Beach 
Boulevard and placed him in the back seat of Deputy Abbott's radio car. Deputy 
Alvarez sat in the back seat with Deput while Deputy Abbott drove them 
to the hospital. Once they arrived at the hospital other deputy personnel assisted 
Deputy lonto a gurney and into the hospital. 


WITNESS DEPUTY JOSE MORALES 


Deputy Morales authored a supplemental report [EXHIBIT A, pages 41-43] 
regarding the general incident. 


On May 26, 2014, Deputy Jose Morales, E | was interviewed by 
Homicide Detectives Karen Shonka and Wayne Holston. This interview is 
summarized in the Homicide Book [EXHIBIT A, pages 91-92]. The interview 
was transcribe under Job #46589. Following is a brief summary of the interview: 


Deputy Morales said he was working 281T1 with Deputy Alvarez on May 26, 
2014. Deputy Morales believed they were on the northeast side of Compton 
when he heard the "998" radio traffic. When they arrived to the location, he saw 
Deputy Abbott on Long Beach Boulevard. He grabbed the shotgun from the 
patrol car and walked to the back of the apartment complex. He said there was a 
large crowd of people. He heard an unknown person yell, "Fuck the cops, that's 
why we kill you." 


Deputy Morales walked directly over to Deputy о was slouched over 
and in obvious pain. Deputy as taken away by Deputy Abbott and 
Deputy Alvarez while he remained behind. Once Deputy’ as taken from 
the scene, he saw a handgun lying on the ground. Due to the large crowd that 
had gathered, he picked up the handgun so it could not be taken or used against 
the deputies. He held the gun with his left hand for about twenty seconds. After 
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the crowd started to back up, he placed the gun back on the ground in the 
approximate location from where he had picked it up. Deputy Morales did not 
touch the trigger or manipulate the gun. 


Deputy Morales said Deputy Ruiz was taken from the scene and Long Beach 
Fire Department responded to treat Suspect Aguilar. After the scene was 
secure, Deputy Morales canvassed the neighborhood for witnesses. 


WITNESS DEPUTY ROLAND ABBOTT 


Deputy Abbott authored a supplemental report [EXHIBIT A, pages 53-55] 
regarding the general incident. 


On May 26, 2014, Deputy Roland Abbott, am-- interviewed by 
Homicide Detectives Karen Shonka and Wayne Holston. This interview is 
summarized in the Homicide Book [EXHIBIT A, pages 92-93]. The interview 
was transcribed under Job # 46584.

Deputy Abbott was responding to assist another deputy at the time he heard

man opened the gate for him and he walked eastbound down a pathway. 


Once he walked down the pathway, he saw several people standing around in 
the area. He saw De М his hands and knees and he appeared to be 
in pain. Deputy My him a silver colored gun and asked him to make it 
safe. Deputy Abbott believed he touched the gun momentarily but never made it 
safe. He handed to gun back to Deputy, where it was placed back down 
on the ground. Deputy Abbott asked the bystanders for the address because he 
was not sure exactly where he was. After not receiving any help from the 
citizens about their location, he assisted Deputy Alvarez with taking Deputy

(Abbott's) radio car. Deputy Abbott drove to Saint Francis Medical Center with 
Deputy MUN Deputy Alvarez in the back seat.

Many of the addresses belonged to persons who had 
already been interviewed by Homicide Detectives or patrol deputies the day of 
the incident. 


IAB Investigators also attempted to p ë ë g the purpose of 
conducting a witness interview. A certified letter was sent to her last known 
address in Long Beach and it was returned as “not able to forward.” A door 
knock of her two possible residences was also conducted on October 8, 2015. 
There was no answer at the locations and a business card was left.
